Other: The examiner would like to state claims are to be given broadest reasonable interpretation and therefore the 
examiner disagrees with the applicant claims distinguish over the applied art for the following reasons: 

a) Applicant failed to point out the details of system memory being the memory in host to which the adapter is coupled and it is located in a 
specific location apart from local memory. Mere stating "system" leaves to mulitple interpretations for the claim limitation(s). Therefore, 
the reference Smith et al. teaches the system memory which is being interpreted as non-volatile memory.
